Tlie Grover A Baker stich is peculiar 
to this machine, and is patented and 
owned by the company, whose name it 
bears. It differs essentially from the 
" lock-stitch," being much stronger and 
more elastic. The loek-stich is formed 
by crossing two threads, and drawing 
the crossing point into the center of the 
fabrie. The strain of wear creates 
friction at the point of crossing, and 
breaks the thread when stretched. It is 
comparatively easy to draw the cross- 
ing point or the thread into the centre 
of thick fabrics ; but when thin goods 
are sewed, where the Ihreads them- 
selves are as thick as the fabric, it must 
be apparent that there can be no cross- 
ing point in the centre, but that the un- 
der thread must be permitted to lie flat 
and straight on the fabric, if the right 
aide is to present a fair stitch. " A 
stitch alike on both sides " is a fallacy 
with a lock-stitch machine on thin 
goods. 

The Grover & Baker stitch Is also 
formed of two threads, the under thread 
never more than half the size of the up- 
per. This under thread is ingeniously 
interwoven with the upper, passing 
both through and around itsloop, fasten- 
ing it securely by tying it twice. A 
seam thus formed has all the strength 
and elasticity of the back stich. Like 
that stitch, it gains its strength by com- 
pressing the particles of the fabric be- 
tween the stitches, and dividing the 
strain between the several stitches of 
the seam, instead of contracting it upon 
a single point, as is in the case in a lock 
stitch machine. 

There has been much discussion as to 
the relative economy of the two stitch- 
es ; but it is now generally conceded 
that for family sewing, where there are 
short seams, the Grover A Baker stitch 
is found to be the most economical. — 
While it uses more thread in making a 
given length of seam, it ivastes none, as 
is the case with the lock-stich machine, 
where there is usually a waste of four 
inches of thread at the beginning and at 
the end of each seam, to which must be 
added the loss of time in fastening the 
ends of the seam, so as to prevent rip- 
ping. 

Again]: Experience has proved that a 
Grover A Baker seam formed of very 
fine cotton, say No. 80 for the upper 
spool, and No. 150 for the under one, is 
much stronger than a lock-stitch seam 
formed of Nos. 60 and 70 cotton. Can 
anything more be desired as illustrative 
of the superiority of this stitch ?

hours (allowing one spool of thread to 
each machine per day, or a total of $20 ? - 
400,000 per annum. Showing that if 
there were one million of lockrstitch 
machines in use, the waste of thread

and business experience, has introduced 
resolutions before the Board, looking _ 
an early completion of this importaid 
throughfare.

NesB 
all the grading from Henderson to 
kinsville is finished — five miles a<j 
to the former city the track is nc 
and ready for the iron horse, and itv^ 
quires but a slight effort on the pariof , 
tew energetic capitalists to put th^T 
ishing stroke on this importat ; en 
prise. The country through whioH 
road passes abounds with mineflH 
sources and agricultural productioj 
which will be developed to the full 
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KiTIVrsoiis leaving written to us oc- 
casionally for specimen copies of the 
".Rural Kontuekian," we will state that 
the publication of that pa p e r was aban- 
doned and its subscription consolidated 
with that of the industrial and Commer- 
cial Gazette, which is the only paper in 
Kentucky devoted mainly to agricul- 
ture and agricultural pursuits. 

afBeminiscences of Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Societies. 




f the first attempt at a State Agri- 
tural Society in Kentucky (which to 
toe extent was successful) we have but 
tie information. We understand there 
an organization— several meetings 
of directors, etc., and probably a fair or 
two held— and then it was neglected or 
abandoned. But of the second State 
Society we have an enduring record, as 
given in the annals of the present asso- 
ciation, from which we gather facts that 
,y be of some interest to our readers. 
On the 3rd of February, 1838, (just 
twenty-eight years ago last .Saturday,) 
delegates from thirty-four counties met 
in Frankfort, and organized the Second 
State Agricultural Society of Kentucky. 
Of its numerous and highly intelligent 
members we remember some who are 
now living, viz: Hon. John [* Helm, 
w in the Kentucky Senate from Har- 
1 Meade; Hon. C. A. Wickliffe, of 
urn; and Hon. C. S. Todd, at 
Residing in Dnvies county, and 
most valued correspondents 
per. 
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! collection and dissemi- 
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Col. A. P. Churchill, of Jefferson county, 
who was the mover of the resolution, 
was made the chairman. 

A resolution was passed to amend the 
Constitution, so as to authorize the hold- 
ing of a Fair annually by the Society, 
and an extempore exhibition of stock of 
various kinds was held on the Capitol 
Square. 

Nine premiums of $l20 each were offer- 
ed for the best Essays on Agricultural 
subjects. 

Among other proceedings, the Legis- 
lature was requested to make a small 
pecuniary appropriation in behalf of the 
society. Meetings were to be held in 
various parts of the State, and the Hon. 
James T. Morchead presented an able 
and interesting address to the people of 
Kentucky, for the promotion of the ob- 
jects of the society. 

Addresses were made in promotion of 
agriculture in various parts of the State, 
both by the President and by the Vice- 
Presidents during the summer of 18-10. 

During the session of the Legislature 
in 1840— on motion of Mr. Meriwether, 
of Jefferson county, the Committee on 
Agriculture in the House of Representa- 
tives were instructed to inquire into the 
expediency of appropriating a portion 
of the School Fund to the endowment 
of three Agricultural Schools, in various 
part* of the State. 

During the same session, Mr. Guthrie, 
of Louisville, introduced a bill in the 
Senate to provide a general plan for in" 
corporating County and State Agricul- 
tural Societies, and establishing an Ag- 
ricultural College and Model Farm, and 
appropriating six thousand dollars per 
annum for ten years from the State 
Treasury, in support of the same. This 
bill passed the Senate by 24 to 13 votes, 
but was lost in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

The Third Annual meeting of the 
State Society was held in Frankfort, on 
the 12th of january, 1*11. 

Among other interesting proceedings 
at this meeting four premiums were 
awarded to Judge Adam Deatty, of Ma- 
son county, for the best Essays on the 
following subjects: On the Agriculture of 
Kentucky; on the Cultivation of Hemp; 
on the Cultivation of Corn; and on the 
Cultivation of Tobacco. 

Some other interesting proceedings 
were had, and after the delivery of the 
Annual Address, by President Allan, 
and the re-election of old officers chiefly, 
the society adjourned. As an evidence 
of the merit, and favorable impression 
of the President's address, the Legisla- 
ture, (then in session,) ordered the print- 
ing and distribution of 5,000 copies of it 
at the public expense. 

This was the last meeting of that or- 
ganization which was ever held. The 
Legislature, then in session, made no 
appropriation of money to aid the So- 
ciety, and it was not able to pay the 
premiums which it had so worthily 
awanlcd. Sore discouragement seeins 
to have taken possession of the patriotic 
hearts which had so earnestly and suc- 
cessfully labored for three years, witl 
out other reward than that of well 
doing. 

Hut the patriotic, labors of the Society 
were not lost. The publications, essays 
and speeches, of the Society were exten- 
sively read, and the public mind was in - 
etrueted on the duty and Interest of the 
State in behalf of the great objects for 
which it labored so well. 

The agricultur.il statistics of the State 
have been collected and published 
through the Auditor's ollice; a partial 
and highly satisfactory geological sur- 
vey of the State has been made, Mother

n. en s. [tedd says: " Endeavor to pro- 
m )te a healthy action through the whole 
system; to stimulate the digestive or 
gans ; to remove obstructions, both by 
injections, if necessary, and by the use 
of apeiiyiits ; lastly, invite action to th 
extremities, by stimulating liniments, 
and 'horn ail' will soon disappear." 
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We regret that the Homestead Bill of 
the able and ever active Senator from 
Barren, (Mr. Gorin) has met with new 
opposition. We had hoped to chronicle 
its psSB&ge before this time. When it 
came up in the House last week, after 
having passed the Senate, Mr. McHen- 
ry opposed the bill, we learn, on the 
ground "that it was unequal in its ef- 
fect, as it only exempted ten acres of 
land, which, in many parts of the State, 
would be a merely nominal sum, while 
in others it would perhaps, exceed one 
thousand dollars, and also because it ex- 
cluded negroes from the effect of its 
provisions. The bill was Ul tended to 
break dow n the credit system, and lie 
wished it to apply to all, and according- 
ly moved to recommit it, so that these 
amendments might be made." This 
took us somewhat by surprise, as the 
bill bad been carefully drawn up in 
the Senate, and after some discussion it 
was committed, and will go through the 
hands of an able committee, where it 
will bo perfected, and wediope be passed 
without further opposition. 

We were present in the Senate when 
Mr. Gorin spoke on the merits of the 
bill, and had we been opposed to a Home- 
stead law, (which we are not, and 
never were), his arguments were so for- 
cible and so pertinent to the peculiarity 
of the times and things now upon us, 
that we must have become a convert to 
his reasoning. 

One argument of Mr. Corin was drawn 
from the fact that a Homestead law- 
would oiler inducements to Immigration, 
which should be encouraged; 1st, be- 
cause of our want of laborers ; 2nd, be- 
cause of the undeveloped re-ourees of 
the Sta'e. 

Mr. Gorin assumed as a fact that this 
bill oilers inducements to immigration 
to this State. Liberal and enlightened 
legislation gives tone and cbaracter to a 
commonwealth. An intelligent think- 
ing man, desiring to emigrate to Ken- 
tucky, would find great inducement in 
the fact that her legislation had kept up 
with the civilization of the age. Among 
the many causes that have contributed 
to the settlement of the great Northwest 
none are more prominent than their 
Homestead laws. 

Within the last three months more 
than thirty-eight thousand emigrants, 
said Mr. Gorin, have arrived in the 
United States, from the countries of 
Europe. Many more of them, it is true, 
than usual, .have made their way to 
Kentucky, but the number of them that 
have taken up their abode here is very 
small in comparison with those who 
have located North of the Ohio river. 
We are warned that something must be 
done to encourage immigration to the 
State. The changed relations oT a 
large portion of our population — the 
thorough disorganization of our labor 
«y*tem— the demoralization and unre- 
liable character of the noirro. point with 
unerring certainty to the fact that white 
labor our only certain and sa r e re- 
liance in the future. We must be sup 
plied by Immigration. Again, the net- 
fared resow re e s of the fitafr. ore not de- 
"r^oped. The necessity for immediately 
bringing out the rich wealth that lie* 
bidden in the self, and dormant in si' 
our rivers and smaller streams is fell 
ind recognised by all men informed 
up >n the subject, whose opinions are of 
value. The wa!er-power of Kentucky 
is not inferior to that of any State in the 
Union. She Is rich in timber, iron-ore, 
oal and petroleum. But this wealth 
is in a great measure locked up in the 
bowels of the earth, and can only lie de- 
veloped by the aid of foreign capital anil 
foreign labor. Why should not Ken 
tacky, with all of these superior natura 
id vantages, become a great manufa • 
taring State? Why should not Louis 
vilie, the metropoti and pride of tb< 
State, become the Lowell of the South V 
We have the elements of material 
wealth and prosperity in rich abundance. 
Our magnificent forests, fertile lands, 
superior water-power, coal, iron-ore. 
and petroleum, pre-ent as attractive 
prospects to-day to the man of energy 
and capital, or the laborer seeking re- 
munerative w iires, as the great State o 
Calif trnia with her gold mines did years 
ago. We should, by wise and libera] 
legislation, do all in our power to make 
this proud old Commonwealth what her 
founders designed her to be — great in 
population, great in wealth, and great 
in moral and intellectual power. 

Mr. Gorin quoted the say lag of agreat 
law writer to the effect that, 14 To In- 
crease the number of the citizens, as far 
as it is possible or convenient, is then 
one of the first objects that claims the 
attentive care of the State or its eon* 
doctors, and this will be successfully ef- 
fected by complying with the obliga- 
ions to procure for the co mt ry a plen'y 
of the neces ar es of life, by enabling 
the people to support their families with 
the fruits of their labor." This bill, he 
said, if passed, will protect the unfortu- 
nate, and aid in the independence and 
moral and mental elevation of the 
masses. 

The last proposition is one of peculiar 
interest. The patriot and the philan 
thropist alike hud in it food for though I 
Civil society is b:iscd upon an implied 



contract ; by that contract the State is 
bound to give the citizen the amplest 
protection to person and property, and 
in return for so great a benefit, the citi- 
zen owes unqualified obedience to law- 
ful authority. But the duty of the State 
does not stop here. Upon this point the 
learned Vatiel remarks: "Whatever 
may enable mankind to enjoy a true 
and solid felicity, is an object that de- 
serves the most serious attention of the 
Government. Happiness is the point 
where centre all those duties which na- 
tions and Individuals owe to themselves; 
and this |a the great end of The law of 
nature;. The desire of happiness is the 
powerful spring that puts man in mo- 
tion : felicity is the end they all have in 
view, and it ought to be the grand ob- 
ject of the public will, or of those who 
form this public will, or of those who 
represent it — the rulers of the nation — 
to labor for the happiness of the people, 
to watch continually over it, ami to pro- 
mote it to the utmost of their power." 

It is the duty of the State, continued 
Mr. G., to so shape its legislation as to 
lessen, if possible, the burthens of pov- 
erty and misfortune and to furnish all 
the necessary aids to the real indepen- 
dence and enlightenment of the people. 
In no more sure or certain way can these 
desirable objects be attained than by se- 
curing to the unfortunate and alllisted 
a refuge and a shelter from the storms 
of life by giving the poor man a part of 
the earth — by allowing him to own a 
part of the soil— thus making him feel 
that he is interested as a freeholder in 
the honor and prosperity of the State. 
I would follow him into the garret,, the 
work-shop and the country, an I by all 
the means in < ur power a d and prote t 
him ; throw around his dwelling the pro- 
tection of the law, secure tohini a home 
while living and a place for his ashes to 
rest when dead, and you make him a 
better'patriot, a better member of eef> 
ety and a better man in all the private 
and social relations of life. Happiness 
will dwell in the heart of his wife, in- 
dustry and thrift will supply him with 
the necessaries and comforts of life, and 
his children trained to love home, and 
Imbued with the spirit of Independence 
and the elements of knowledge, will 
make honest and valuable citizens. 

In this connection we presume it will 
not be out of place for us to say what 
we would have said weeks ago had we 
not feared that our remarks might have 
been taken as a bid for a vote, or at least 
to ingratiate ourselves with a voter — viz: 
that the county of Barren has the hon- 
or of being represented by one of the 
ablest, most clear-headed and clear- 
sighted men in the Senate; one who 
looks to the past only to draw lessons for 
the present ami future ; and who is wed- 
ded to theories only so far as practice 
proves their value. Firm in his politi- 
cal convictions, he follows party only on 
broad principles and for the general 
good, but never condescends to appeal to 
or obey party in personal issues or on 
petty ee tional or neighborhood ques- 
tions. He is conservative in all thing 
that have proved to be worth eo ns e r e 
ing, and progressive where progress 1 
likely to be safe.

White Labor in the 3ou fV t 



Whatever may be the ultimate solu- 
tion of negro labor, the planter of the 
South knows from >ad experience thai 
iie cannot rely upon it in the present 
condition of that class of persons. Thi 
semi- tropica] crop requires certain and 
continuous labor, without which the 
planter cannot hope to gather the har- 
vest of his capital and toil. With a 
standing army in their midst, and what 
is still worse, that expensive piece of 
Government furniture, the Freednian's 
Bureau, to exercise its Influence over 
the blacks, the Southern people, with 
rare exception-, have no eontrol over 
their labor. Many of them are, there- 
fore, substituting white labor, and with 
hanefieial results. It has been thought 
that white* labor could not be obtained 
for the Southern agriculluriet, but this 

opinion has proved erroneous, Capital 
will command labor, and any am unit of 
it. An enterprising firm of New York, 
Fitzhue, Wihner & Co., have recently 
sent several hundred of white laborers 
to Southern planters and manufactories. 
They say that any number can be fur- 
nished through arrangements with Eu- 
ropean correspondents. Most of these 
men go to Virginia, South Carolina anil 
Georgia. 

Arrangements are in progress by lead- 
ng agriculturists and capitalists of the 
• ue grass region to import European 
laborers to Kentucky, and we have no 
doubt the w bite laboring population of 
our State will be increased lifty per cent, 
during the next year.

Our present Legislature has granted 
charters to two or three companies for 
the purpose of introducing the artificial 
propagation of fish and for the intro- 
duction of valuable species which k is 
thought may be acclimated in our wa- 
ters. One company, we understand, i.-j 
now being organized in Hardin county, 
under the supervision of such enter- 
prising and intelligent gentlemen as Dr. 

B. It. Young, Chas. E. Hoarse, E-q., 

and others. 

It has been said that somethings may 
bo done as well as others. Over a year 
ago Set h Green, of Rochester, N. V., s » 
decided, and concluded that trout breed- 
ing and growing could be made to pay 
as well as the breeding of cattle, sheep 
or hogs. He cast about for a location 
for his operations, and concluded that 
the waters of the Caledonia Spring Creek 
would be the most favorable for the en- 
terprise. Negotiating with John Mc- 
Kenzie, who owned over half a mile of 
said stream, by paying him two thous- 
and dollars, he obtained the stream and 
two rods of land on each side of the 
same from high water mark. He then 
commenced arranging reservoirs or 
ponds for the trout. On the 15th of Sep- 
tember, 1864, he had two ready, and be- 
gan taking trout from the stream with 
the fly. By the fifteenth of November 
he had about fifteen hundred breeding 
trout in one reservoir, and over two 
thousand inthe other toosmall for breed- 
ing purposes. The trout soon began to 
occupy the spawning bed, and in about 
ninety days ^as we learn from the Amer- 
ican Farmer) he has<.btaine 1 from them 
one hundred and sixty-two thousand 
eggs which were deposited in gravel 
beds for hatching, which process com- 
menced after remaining there about 
ninety days. Be WSS SSJeeessfal in the 
batching operation. He was under the 
necessity of turning about ."(0,000 into 
the main stream forwantof room in the 
rtservoirs, w hieh were well tilled with 

the little finny tribe. Since arranging 

for the young stock he has added to his 
breeding stock about twenty-live hun- 
dred more, and over three thousand to 
the stock that are too young for breed- 
ing, and he is adding to the stock al- 
most daily from the stream wdth his red 
and fly. His next crop of eggs, w hu h 
will be almost countless, he does not 
expect to be able to arrange ponds for 
the whole, but will turn the little fishes 
into the main stream. His object for 
the present is to increase the breeding 
stock and not offer any for sale till his 
stock conies up to the full extent of 
ground he has provided. Ponds may 
be overstocked with fish, as well as 
fields with cattle. 

Liver appears to be best adapted to 
trout feeding of anything artificially 
furnished. After being cut tine some of 
his fish are supplied from the running 
stream— others are fed. These fed in- 
crease in si/e more rapidly than those 
that look up their own food. By the 
course which Mr. Green is pursuing, iL 
is believed that in a few years the noted 
Caledonia Spring Creek will be as well 

supplied with trout as in any former 
time. The enterprise of Mr. G r ee n i- 
so favorably viewed that he has sold his 
one undivided hall inthe purchase for 
six thousand dollars. A visit to the 

grounds, and seeing those tTOUt b.V 
thousands while they are being fed, 
must be interesting to all who hare erer 
attempted to throw the lly. 

We trust our Kentucky adventurers 
in this new field of enterprise will be as 
successful as Mr. Green has been, and 
that whether successful or not they will 
M repori progress" through the columns 
of the Industrial and Commercial Ga- 
zette. 

Agricultural College. 

It will be remembered that at the last 
session of the General Assembly, a bill 

was p issed, consolidating Transylvania 
and Kentucky Universities and making 
the Agricultural College, to be endowed 
by the proceeds of the land scrip donated 
by ih ; act of Congress for the purpose, 
constitute one of the colleges of the 
University upon certain conditions, in 
the act prescribed. The Universi y tun 
performed the requirements of the ant ; 
and inasmuch as no sale of the scrip has 
been made, ami therefore no funds to 
meet the expenses of that college can 
arise from that source, the Committee 
on Ways and Means reported a bill ap- 
propriating, by way of a loan to the col- 
lege, the sum of $20,000, and in view of 
the fact that the scrip can not now be 
sold at a remunerative price, providing 
for its location instead of sale. The 
bill struck us as a judicious one. The 
distinguished chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means (Mr. Varnon) 
deserves special credit for the assiduity 
with whieh he has advocated the estab- 
lishment of this college, both at the last 
session and the present. He presented 
the claims of the present bill with great 
force and clearness. We cannot doubt 
its passage. Pass the bill, and each leg- 
islative district in the State can at once 
place in the college, and keepcon-tantly 
there, free of charge, three students. 



The agricultural papers are again dis- 
cussing the que>tion, "which is the best 
breed of swine," and the more they dis- 
cuss the question the less they seem 
likely to agree. I have my preference, 
ba<cd on long experience and many ex- 
periments, and I suppose I have as 
much right to express my preference 
ami my reasons therefor as others, which 
aro as follo ws : 

1st, they are lamllahla todisease; 2nd, 
they are more prolidc and better nurses; 
Brd, they will fatten young and make 
hogs thai will bring a better prolit to 
the farmer, as they fatten on a less 
amount of feed than any other hog; 4th, 
they combine all the good qualities that 
the farmer wants in a hog, maturing 
quickly, fattening easily, and for ship- 
ping they are less liable to break down, 
owing to the fact they are more active 
and stouter than any other. The Berk- 
shire hog is a lengthy hog, giviug good 
middling, large shoulders and hams, 
line head and jole, which makes a hog 
weigh heavy. You can make them 
weigh from 2o0 to 300 lbs., at from 8 to 
10 months old, which saves wintering. 
Pigs coming the middle of March, or 
isst of April, may be butchered the 
fust of January. 

The younger you can get your hogs to 
market, the less liable you are to lose 
them by disease. Most breeds of hogs 
that you undertake to feed to bring 
them to market young, you spoil, 
as they will not bear driving nor ship- 
ping ; the bone does not develop fu.st 
enough, and the hog breaks down.

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Coal is used to produce heat and the 
amount of heat it is capable of produ- 

rimaqpNNi Ito aef wtlw or relatiw 

value. That different kind-! of fuel do not 
produce like amounts of heat is shown 
by every day experience. It therefore be- 
comes interesting and important to learn 
the nvjthi. Is which science has adopted 
for ascertaining the maximum eltect of 
the varieties of fuels. For ascertain-in^ 
this, Hm knowledge of two things is in- 
dispensible ; HUM iy, the quality of heat 
which a certain amount of furl is capable 
of producing, an 1 the ti 111.3 which is re- 
quired for eflfoeting that object. The 
vaue of fuel Aapomit upon its heating 
power and its price at the time of con- 
sumption; it varies, therefore, in dilic;- 
ent localities and can only be relatively 
fixed. 

The determinations of the first point, 
I the quantity of heat,) is impoi-db'e, 
aince heat cannot be weighed or nn a — 
ured ; the quantity, therefore, which a 
body produces during combustion, can- 
not itself be ascertained; but for practi- 
cal purpose 5 a knowledg B of the absolute 
quantity is not required; it is sufficient 
to know how much the quantity of heat 
produced by one kind of fuel exceeds or 
falls short of that produced by mother, 
the actual quantities produced by each 
bein^r toll undelermined. In sho-'t, a 
knowledge of the relative quantities of 
heat i a;l that is required, and for ob- 
taining this science offers several 
mcan<. All researches of this kind, and 
undertaken w'nli this objec:, mu<{ only 
be emrideced M relative. The more 
primitive, p.tre'.y physical experiment-, 
undertaken by the most distinguished 
men of science, were all conducted upon 
the same principle, that of causing the 
whole quantity of heat which a burning 
substance or fuel emits, to act upon a 
third body, in order to B impure the ac- 
tion the dhTerent kinds respec lively 
have upon it. The apparatus by which 
this is effected, is the well known calor- 
imeter. Lafolitor and La p to oo wwn i 
the heat iu ttlia instrument to act upon 
ice and measured the heat by the quan- 
tity of ice that was melted. 

At a later period, Count Kumford, to 
whom we are indebte 1 for many exper- 
iments upon fuel, used water instead of 
ice, ;md measured the quantity of heat 
by the increa-e of temperature in a giv- 
en quantity of water. 

His exp.-rim n's rhowed that one 
pound of Hm EbQftWtng varieties of wood 
in shavings and well dried, when burned, 
heated water from 32 J Fahr. to 212 V 
Fahr., in th> following e.mounts : 
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He found that when the wood was rc- 
iucedto thin shavings a greater quanti- 
ty of water was heated than when the 
wood was burned in .sticks or thick sha- 
vings. 

Welter has observed that tho.-c qual- 
ities of a c .mbusiible body which re- 
quires an equal amount or oxygen for 
aondMB ti" 11 * BTolve also equal quantities 
of heat, although later researches show 
this conclusion not to be strictly true, 
it is supported by many fact-:. In all 
eases of combustion, the action is recip- 
rocal ; the oxygen is burned in the fuel 
:1s truly M the fuel by the oxygen. 

To burn one part of carbon requires 
2.GG part'? of oxygen and to burn one 
part of hydrogen, requires 8 parts of ox- 
fgem. It has been proved experiment- 
ally (by Hum ford,) that 78 parts of water 
are raised from IS* to 212- by burning 
one part of carbon (charcoal , -while one 
of hydrogen bo burned will rai-c 
parts of water through the tame 
es. It therefore follows, that one 
of oxygen, burning carbon will 
heat 20.23 parts of water from G2 y to 212°, 
nee 78 divided by 2.0'i gives 2 1.25, and 
Iso, that the f amc quantity of oxygen, 
borning hydrogen will heat 29.50 part 1 
water 1 jh the aiavi degrees, .since 

236.4 divided by 8 gives 29.CG. 

Berthier baa founded a practical pro- 
cess upon the observation of Welter to 
determine by one operation the quanti- 
ty of oxygen requisite for combnstion, 
and thus the heating power of the com- 
bustible. It consists in heating to red- 
ness a weighed quantity of the combus- 
tible with a large excess of pure lith- 
arge, (oxide of lead,) until the combus- 
tible is all consumed by the oxygen of 
the oxyde of lead as it would be by the 
oxygen of the air. Every proportion of 
oxygen that ia used, leaves a proportion 
of reduced (metallic) lead. We have, 
therefore, only to weigh the lead in or- 
der to discover the amount of oxygen 
consumed and the healing power, al- 
ways supposing, that the object in view 
is merely a comparison of the relative 
powers of the different kinds of fuel. 

Practical experiments on a large scale, 
wpII as elementary analysis, have 
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error, and are always (about 1-9) short 
of the truth. 

In England, engineers estimate ten 
pounds of bituminous coal for every cu- 
bic foot of water to be evaporated. In 
carefully constructed boilers, however, 
this effect is produced by seven or eight 
pounds of coal. In the Cornish boilers, 
where a very large evaporating sur- 
face is allowed, five pounds of coal 
only, and sometimes less are used for 
one cubic foot of water. In the Uni- 
te:! States, anthracite coal averages ten 
pounds of water evaporated for eve- 
ry pound of coal burned. This would 
give 8.25 pounds of coal for each cubic 
foot of water evaporated. 

According to Dr. Fyfe, a well-regu- 
lated current of vapor of waterconducted 
over the burning coal, raised the evapo- 
rative ett'ect 37 per cent, above what 
would be obtained from the m Minted 
BOaL Tbis increase is due to thedecom- 
posittonof the steam by the hot fuel, 
and the consequent effeK of the pure 
oxygen on the carbon. Weil seasoned 
wood, (beech or oak), still containing 
abobt 20 per cent of water, and well 
dried peat have about equal evaporating 
power, and are only about two-flftha 
as effective as an equal weight of ordi- 
nary bituminous coal.

PETROLEUM. 

Indication* of Oil.— There are certain 
facts by which a geologist and chemist 

Ban determine the presence of Petroleum, 

and the geological formations in which 
it i< found, but, as before stated, no one 
can promise as to the quantity which 
will be obtained, until practical tests are 
applied, although comparative ttate- 
Otents can be made, which in many 
( 1 ■ are verified by subsequent i live-', i- 
orations. A single boring is not sufficient 
to demonstrate the presence or absence 

of Petroleum in ail eases. The experi- 
ence of the operators in Pennsylvania 
is : uiucient to establish this fact. In all 
eases a knowledge of the sciences of 
Chemistry and geology is essential in 
order to determine the presence or ab- 
sence of oil-territory. A knowledge of 
chemistry is essential in order to distin- 
guish the various kinds of bituminous 
matter from each other; to determine 
the nature of irredescent iilins on the 
surface of water; to determine the va- 
rious gases from each other, which Issue 
from the earth; and in many instances 
to make a distinction between what is 
termed oil-rock and that which has bo 
relation to Petroleum whatever.' It i.- 
true that in a few instances the local 
evidences of the presence of oil arc; so 
stronirly marked that the most indiffer- 
ent observer could not fail to recognise 
its presence. A formation is recognized 
by the fossils peculiar to it, and by its 
lithological peculiarities, and, as a mat- 
ter of course, a knowledge of geology is 
essential to determine the character of 
f)s~ils, and to make a distinction be- 
tween the rocks of different forma- 
tion-;. 

The first duty of a geologist, when 
called upon to make a BUTVey of land 
supposed to be oil-territory, is to deter- 
mine, if passible, the formation to which 
it belong--. As before stated, the two 
formations to which Petroleum in quan- 
tity is restricted are the Devonian and 
sub-carboniferous. A slight deposit of 
the carboniferous formation, when rest- 
in;; upon the Devonian or sub-carbon- 
iferous, might not be an objection, pro- 
vided the surface indications were favor- 
able. A geologist Would hardly be jus- 
tified in recommending practical opera- 
tions In any 1 formation below the Devo- 
nian, even where the surface indica- 
tion- are most strikingly di splayed. Pe- 
troleum has frequently been obtained in 
localities in which there was no display 
of that substenee on the surface of the 
earth, in sueh OS ICS the operator relies 
entirely upon the geoiogteai formation 
as an indication. 

When the geological formation has 
been determined, and found to belong to 
the Oil mat trea, the following Indica- 
tions are sought for, Vtes 1. Petroleum in 
substance, which ts almost invariably 
found floating on the .surface of water. 
2. Oil gas. o. Bock containing Oil. i 
Oil shale. & Asphaltum. G. Sulphur 
springs. 7. Salt-water. As regards the 
Petroleum it - elf, it is found of all de- 
grees of consistency and color, and in 
some instances possesses an odor as of- 
fensive as animal matter in a state of 
decomposition, and in others again it is 
almost destitute of smell. In certain 
cases it is so intimately associated with 
water that it is necessary to displace it 
from that liquid by chemical means. 
Oil-gas is an important indication of 
Oil. In fact it is a certain indication of 
the presence of that substance in the 
vicinity, and has the same origin and is 
found at the same time. The relation, 
physically, between Petroleum and Oil- 
gas is the same as that between carbonic 
acid gas and water. The remarkable 
permeating qualities of Petroleum will 
account for its presence in rock. Oil- 
shale differs from that which contains 



ture. Asphaltum, or mineral-pitch, is 
nothing more than petroleum which has 
lost itd volatile constituents by atmos- 
pheric evaporation. The presence of 
sulphur-water is an important indica- 
tion of Oil, When found In the Devonian 
or sub-carboniferous formation, and 
when the How of water is nearly uni- 
form and the temperature is but slightly 
inihieneed by seasons. The sulphuretted 
hydrogen, the characteristic ingredient, 
is undoubtedly found as the result of the 
decomposition of sulphates by the hy- 
drogen and carbon of Petroleum, and 
the subs ( ouent decomposition of the 
sulphides thus formed by carbonic acid 
and water. The pre ence of salt-water 
is a mere coincidence, and is frequently 
absent. Many operators, however, at- 
tach much importance to the presence 
of salt-water. Koine of the most pro- 
ductive salt-wells in tin; world are much 
below the Oil-measure-, as those of S via - 
OUSe, N. Y., and again salt-wel!s have 
been sunk in the coal-measures and 
even higher. 

There is hut little dip of strata in Oil 
regions as a general thin:;-. The strati- 
fication is in the main horizontal. 
Nearly all the talk about uplifts, dip-, 
etc., Is the result of ignorance, and is 
caused by ignorant persons confounding 

the slope of a hill with the dip of st rate.. 

Any considerable disruption, or upheav- 
al, would result in the displacement of 
Oil from its reservoirs, and consequent 
loss.

covered . 



The search for Petroleum has become 
such an extensive Interest, and its use 
basso suddenly and so generally become 
a matter of necessity almost in our 
households, that the story of the Brat 
discovery of its usefulness may be worth 
repeating. In May, 1858, the country 
was horrified at the fearful accident at 
Norwaik, by which a passenger train 
brom New York was thrown from an 
open drawbridge into the water, and 
more than fifty lives were lost. The 
conductor of the train was named 
l>: a.<r ; ami fearful of the consequences 
10 himself for the negligence displayed 
in this disaster; he left the country for 
safety, and in his wanderings brought 
up finally in India. Here he found pe- 
troleum weds, and knowing the indi- 
cations which marked petroleum in 
India existed also in Pennsylvania from 
whence he came originally, be concluded 
to venture back and explore the region 
where these indications most prevailed. 
So he came to Titusville, in Pennsylva- 
nia. TitUSVille was then a little hamlet, 
inhabited by a few hundred peopla, en- 
gaged in lumbering. One linn, Brewer, 

\\ atson & Co. were doing an extensive 
sawmill business. Near their work a 
spring of water came out of a hill, and 
with the water came almost an equal 
quantity of this vile-smelling product— 
od. They had found that lor the pur- 
pose of lubricating their machinery 
this was fully as good as whale oil, and 
had eon trueted a little tank to gather 
their supply, never thinking but that 
its usefumess ended there/ To them 
Drake applied, and in short order had a 
pumping well, paying the linn twelve 
and a balfeents a gallon for the privilege 
Of working on their -round. He worked 
diligently, and others Mink wells in the 

leighborhoodL eaeh producing as mueh 
as Drake's. The consequence was that 
tiie market was glutted and the oil was 
selling at eight eents a gallon, when it 
sold at all. This was losing business to 
Drake, and he concluded that he eared 

nothing lor tin; trade. The more he 
pumped the noorer by four and a half 
cents a gallon, he grew, and he gave it 
up B;:i the article was now in the mar- 
ket and attracting attention in all di- 
rection % Knowledge of Us usefulness 
was abroad and growing. In a little 
while after Drake relinquished his un- 
profitable well, the demand for oil be- 
gan to increase, and Messrs. Brewer, 
W at -on & Co. became the sole proprie- 
tors of the lands. Probably but few 
trades WOTS ever made wherein such 
a perfect satisfaction ensued on both 
sides. The holders of stock here were 
glad to get even a few eents for 
their Stock, and the purchasers were 
-. . lied to buy it for that, but when tBe 
. . I >.d owners of the Pennsylvania 
Salt Company's stock parted with their 
shares, they let a fortune slip through 
their fingers. If they had held it until 
tiie oleaginous production wasdeveloped 
it would have made every man of them 
rich. Such is the plain unvarnished 
tale of the origin of petroleum mining. 
The enterprise of one man, Drake, 
brought it into notice, but he, like many 
'thei before him, has seen the world 

made iih by his work, while he re- 
mained in poverty himself. 

Gil and Slinsral Items. 



The Great Western Oil Company an 
said to have made a strike on 'their 
lands in Morgan County Ohio. The 
well is reported as yielding thirty bar- 
rels of line lubricating oil per day. 

Messrs. Porter & Co. of Covington, 
Kentucky, are reported to have struck 
oil, at a depth of three hundred and fifty- 
two feet, ai Boston .Station, Pendleton 
County. The oil is said to have been 
thl a to a distance of thirty feet above 
the surface for two hours and then to 
have eeased altogether. The owners 
are prosecuting the boring of the well 
with renewed vigor and are confidant 
of succe-s. 

The quantity of anthracite coal mined 
and -i nt to market from Pennsylvania 
in 1865 was 0,488,368 tons. This is but a 
slight increase upon the amount reported 
>■]'<.' ) —given in the census at t),^97,3S2 
tons hut in value there is a great dif- 
ference in favor <>f 1865, thus greatly in- 
creasing the wealth of the State by the 
product of tne coal regions. 

The Litchfield (Conn.) Inquirer says: 
"We have been shown a vial contain- 
ing :>. spoonful of 'rock oil,' which is 
probably the first petroleum ever brought 
into t!ds Slate. It was brought from 
Pennsylvania about fifty years a-jo, by 
Elijah Lindsey, for Huntington Bouse, 
of Co nwall, who procured it for a lame 
elbow.'' 

The Courier, of ,St. Martinsville, La., 
in calling attention to plantations and 
other land offered for sale through its 
column : , says that such property is now 
selling at 206 per cent, over what it was 
worth in May last. "Stealing" has ob- 
tained vast proportions in the pari.-h. 
( !otton and corn disappear at night from 
the gins; ricks and barns with astonish- 
ing rapidity and regularity, and to such 
an extent ai to seriously alarm the 
owner ;. The stealage of live stock is 
''enormous," says the Courier. Over 
600 hogsheads <)t- sugar have been stolen 
from the planters, little by little, dur- 
ing the last two or three years. The 
Courier charges the freedmen with devel- 
oping this system of "easy gains" on so 
large a scale. 

Death of Mus. Kkti k ah L. Taylor. 
—Tii is venerable lady, widow of the late 
General Jas. Taylor, died on Sunday 
morning week, at the residence of her 
daugh tar, Mrs. Harris, in Newport, aged 
92 years. She came to Newport with 
her first husband, David Leitch, when 
Cincinnati was Fort Washington. Her 
history since then is that of Cincinnati, 
Covington, and Newport. 

In adjusting the accounts of the late 
President Lincoln, in accordance with 
the resolutions Congress appropriating 
$2"),000 to Mrs. Lincoln, it appears that 
the administrators received the pay for 
the month of March, which will have 
to be deducted from the $25,000 appro- 
priated by Congress.

Business Matters. 



For the past week or two business in 
our city bus not been very brisk, but it 
is to be remembered that this is tbe dull- 
est season of the year. The rush of the 
all and winter season is past, and tbe 
spring trade has not yet commenced, 
and we may therefore anticipate more 
or less apathy in tbe general markets 
for some weeks to come. Tbere is, how- 
ever, considerable trade going on, and 
large shipments by tbe river and rail- 
roads are daily made. Our merchants 
are again sending forward goods to tbe 
Louisville and Nashville llailroad Depot. 
It is not probable that there will be any 
further interruptions soon, and if com- 
munication can be kept up with the in- 
terior Southern markets, we may antici- 
pate a constantly increasing trade in 
that direction. 

The pork packing during the past sea- 
son, was in round numbers, 2,400,000 
hogs, while the present season, not yet 
closed, is estimated to fall half a million 
short, including the increase in weight 
this year. From the partial returns we 
have received, including the majority of 
the packing hou-es here, the increase in 
weight is less than 6 per cent., which, 
from the present data before us, will 
make the entire product this season 1,- 
802.000 hogs. The market closes firm, 
from the pretty well assured fact that 
the crop is short, with no material fall- 
ing ofFin the demand.

Provisions 
generally are dull and sales moderate at 
previous prices, dealers purchasing very 
cautiously. Corn has been arriving 
quite freely and is lower. Wool con- 
tinues in request and prices have not 
varied for some weeks.
